The Osaka journal further states that Mr. 
Otsuki, Superintendent of the ‘Osaka Customs.

houses in Osaka.and had an examination made 
of some hundred thousand bugs of sugar stored 
therein, when to his astonishment it was found 
that in most cases No, 2 quality had evidently 
been passed as No. 1 quality, It.was thea 
realised that if steps were taken to prosecute, 
it was probable thu a runbsr of sugar im- 
“porters, all Japanese, would be ruined by the 
fines imposed. on them,’ Tae matter was con- 
sidered of so important a nature that the ques- 
tion was submitted to the consideration of the 
Customs Council. Those importers of sugar 
against whom evidence of the false declaration 
of.quality was discovered by Customs ‘autbori-: 
ties were much alarmed and appealed for the 
clemency of the’authorities. Mr, Otsuki, Super- 
intendent of the Osaka Customs, thereupon 
summoned sugar importers in Osaka and Kobe 
to his office and informed them of tho result of 
the’ examination ‘of the sugar stored in -the 
bonded warehouses, which showed that almost 
every importer had been guilty of a gross viola: 
tion of the law. However, the Superintendent- 
of the Customs added that the whole matter 
had‘been considered and. it had been decided 
that no legal action would be taken against the 
importers‘for their action in the past, but he 
warned them that after this no quarter would 
be given in such cases, The sugarimporters, 
concludes our Osaka contemporary, were there- 
‘upon relieved of anxiety, and it 15 stated that 
they held a banquet to celebrate their remark- 
able escape. : et : 

The, Hock# quotes Mr. Nonaka, the head of 
the Customs Revenue Bureau, for tbe following 
statement, which was of course made before 
tha settlement as reported aboves: :

4 quality Y3.60, Distinctions ‘are also made 
jo the rate of excise - between crude and 
refined ‘sugar.’ The,"Customs House judges 
the quality accotdiog to the,.colour on the 
basis of the-Dutch standard, The weather 
makes a great difference io the colour of 
sugar, and judgment varies according to 
the examiners, ‘The examiners. of sugar for 
Cusloms purposes aie chosen from ‘among 
those, most. experienced in the judgment of 
the quality, It would scem very easy to dis- 
tinguish the quality, as black sugar ‘is, defined 
as No. bs quality, brown as No, 2 whitey-brown 
as No. 3, aad pure white as No, 4, AS a mat- 
ter of fact, it is very difficult to distinguish No, 
2 {rom No, 3. There is a wide difference in 
the Customs, duty-between these qualities. If 
No. 2 quality is. passed for No.1 quality. and 
No, 3 for No. 2, the amonnt of the duty evaded 
will be enormous, as sugar is imported in larga 
quantities at atime. The Yokkaichi Customs 
isa branch of the Osaka Customs,'and the 
staff at Yokkaichi is very small and go large a 
quantity—over 10,000 bags at one time—being 
imported into ‘Yokkaichi astonished the ex- 
The importers: may have'chosen that.

could be safely-lodged in His "Majesty's gao' 
Floer had eluded bis gaoler and.was at Uberty. 
He was sentenced a fow minutés before six 
o'clock,'tind was taken charge of bythe Chiof 
Gaoler, Mt, J: 4. Chandler, whose duty it was 
‘to convey him-to H..B. M.'s Gaol which fi 
situated in Amoy Road.- Here .Floer wus to 
undergo tf 
two yeari,inadditicn to the period .of nine 
.monthsto which he was sentenced last-month on’ 
a charge of extortion. The night was exceeding: 
ly dark, with a heavy and incessant rain falling, 
and the.gaoler procured a couple of rickshas 
for his own .and the prisoner's conveyance. 
The two left the British Consular compound 
shortly after six o'clock, and went alobg the 
Yuen-ming-yuen Road fora short distance, 
before entering the rickshas. The prisoner 
took the first ricksha, the hood of which, was 
up; bis gaoler following .in the other, closo 
behind, At Peking Road they turned ta the 
‘right, and from‘here the geoler kept his eyes 
upon the’ ricksha immediately: in front of hin, 
in which he understood Floer to be riding. 
But in this bé proved to be mistakeo, for on
